WASHINGTON, June 20.—The co- 
operation of Japan in the movement, 
undertaken by the United ° States and 
Great Britain for naval reduction 
has been pledged by Baron Giichi 
Tanaka, the Japanese Premier, in 
conversations with Edwin L. Néville, 
the American Chargé d’Affaires at 
Tokio. 

The State Department was noti- 
fied today in a message from Mr. Ne- 
ville that the Prime Minister had 
informed him that Japan was pre- 
pared to support any measures look- 
ing to further reduction of arma- 
ments, and that Japan wanted peace 
and less expenditure for military 
purposes. 233 

Beyond this brief announcement 
the State Department gave no details 
of the conference between the two 
officials, but the word of the stand 
of Japan, although confidently count- 
ed upon, was received with deep sat- 
isfaction.

WASHINGTON, . June 20.—Indica- 
tions were strong today as income 
tax payments poured into the. Treas- 
uty Department that the budget ‘sur-, 
plus on. June 30- might. be well. in 
excess of the $100,000;,000 ‘predicted 
recently by President’ Hoover. Fig- 
ures for. Tuesday, the’ latest. avail- 
able, showed that on that day, tax 
»payments of $239,602,300 wére: made, 
one of the largest totals for a’ single 
day during a quarterly period since 
the war taxes were modified. 

‘This heavy payment brought the 
total received in June to $359,971,240 
and swelled the: total revenue’ re- 
ceipts of the government for the 
fiscal year up to June 18 to $3,790,- 
141,997, with a budget surplus on 
that date of $101,975,855. With heavy 
payments of income taxes yet to be 
received before the end of the fiscal 


a budget surplus of not less than 
$200,000,000. 


Officials Expect Sharp Decline. 

* Treasury ‘officials, howéver, cau- 
tioned against too great. optimism, 
saying that the exceptionally heavy 
payment cleared on June 18 probably 
means that there will be a sharp 
decline in payments in ‘the remain- 
ing’ days. The heaviest payment on 
any single day in March, when the 
first quarterly payment. of income 
taxes was received, was $161,000,000 
on March 18, and the receipts were 
spread out more evenly over the en- 
tire period. 

The Treasury expects to snithe a 
payment of $45,000,000 to the’ rail- 
roads before June 30 in. satisfaction 
of claims for mail carrying which 
were upheld by the’ Supreme Court. 
This also would reduce the size of 
the surplus.

Bred in France of unknown 
pedigree, this pigeon had remark- 
able vitality and speed: During

Nov. 5, 1918, he was liberated at 
Grand Pre, France, with an im- 
portant message.

SEND REPORT ON BATTLE. 


Detroit Customs Forces Increase 
Their Armament on River. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DETROIT, June 20.—A full report 
regarding the battle Wednesday in 
the Detroit River between a customs 
peteos boat and a rum-runner is on 
ts way to Washington, according to 
Walter S. Petty, ig Collector of 
Customs, who asserts the bootleg- 
gers fired four shots after crossing 
the international boundary 

The. belief is aumaouee: that the 
bootleggers are anxious to foment 
trouble between the United States 
and Canada in the hope that enforce- 
ment officers might be embarrassed 
in their duties. 

Inspector Arthur 8S. Moss of the 
Ontario Provincial Police said soday 
he was prepared to search craft 
leaving the Canadian export docks to 
see if they were armed when he re- 
seived orders from Toronto or under 
circumstances within the scope of 
the present law governing the car- 
rying of weapons. 

Customs officials here refused to 
divulge the text of their report but 
it was understood they are not in- 
clined to emphasize Wednesday’s 
shooting affray as an outstanding 
event in the international rum traf- 
fic. Such shootings, it was said, had 
previously occurred. 

Bootleggers and officials joined to- 
day in the admission that less liquor 
was coming across the river than at 
any previous time. 

Bristling with weapons are the five 
lines of defense now to be penetrated 
by the rum-runner. There are guns 
everywhere. Machine guns and one- 
pounders are part of the Coast 
Guard cutters’ equipment, and agents 

atrolling the shore lines in automo- 

iles and those in ambush in the 
weeds and marshes along the river 
banks are heavily armed. 

The river has become a “‘no man’s 
water’? which yachtsmen and pleas- 
ure seekers. cross at their peril. 
From Lake Erie to Lake Huron the 
patrols cooperate and _ interlock, 
turning what was one of Michigan's 
greatest recreation areas into a bat- 
tlefield covering 102 miles of water 
frontage. 

The greatest Federal. drive ever 
made against liquor smugglers has 
driven out the small fry. The big 
operators remain. ‘The stakes are 
millions. Fleets of canoes and skiffs 
have replaced the high-powered rum 
speed boats. The bigger the boat 
the easier the target for Coast Guard 
marksmen. - Small loads and lots of 
them is today’s slogan. It’s cheaper 
to lose five out of ten small craft 
than one big speed boat. While 
patrols are chasing one small boat 
three others can slip across.

Many Employes Dismissed.

MONTREAL, Que., June 20.—Cap- 
tain the Hon. J. C. Jervis, M. C., 
32, elder son of Lord St. Vincent 
and former aide de camp to the Gov- 
ernor General of Canada, and two 
companions were instantly killed 
when a seaplane crashed in the St. 
Lawrence River this afternoon be- 
tween Point St. Charles and’ Nun’s 
Island. The other victims were 
Pilot C. S. Caldwell of the Canadian 
Vickers and Dr. William D. Morris, 
28, of Montreal. ; 

The plane was flying’ down river 
at a very low altitude when it struck 
two high tension wires carrying elec- 
tric power from the city to Nun’s 
Island. According to eye-witnesses, 
there was a burst of flames just as 
the machine crashed into the water 
and turned over. 

Rescue parties were quickly on the 
scene, but without the necessary fa- 
cilities for getting at those. impris- 
oned .in the cabin of the plane and 
it was nearly two hours before the 
first body, of Dr. Morris, was 
taken out. Two hours later the body 
of Captain Jervis was recovered. 


Many Witness Wreck. 
The body of Caldwell had not been 
recovered late tonight. It was 
known that only the three men were 


in the plane when it left the 
Canadian Vickers plant shortly after 
noon,. but. it was believed possible 


that another passenger had been 
picked up along the river. 

The first to reach the wreck 
consisted of employes on.the farm 


Nun’s Island. They attempted to 
smash through the bottom of the 
cabin, but could do little until others 
arrived with rescue equipment. The 
crash .was. witnessed. by a large num- 
ber of people on the boardwalk at 
Verdun and others in. canoes and 
pleasure boats.

PREHISTORIC PAINTING 
FOUND IN RHODESIA 


Italian Pistaneié Discovers Early 
Art, One Picture Made 
Over Another. 


Wireless to THe New York Times. 

SALISBURY, Rhodesia, June 20.— 
A remarkable rock painting, believed 
to be the first of its kind ever found, 
has been discovered in the Maran- 
dellas district of Rhodesia by Signor 
Lidio Cipriani, Professor of Ethnol- 
ogy at the University of Florence, 
who is at the head of the Italian 
scientific expedition there. 

The outstanding feature of the dis- 
covery is that there are two paint- 
ings, the one superimposed upon the 
other. The first distinctly shows 
the figure of an Arab in typical na- 
tive dress. Painted on top of this 
is a Bushman fighting Bantus. 
Although several hundred ‘‘ Bush- 
man paintings’’ have been found in 
various parts of Rhodesia, there is 
no previous instance of one having 
been superimpused on another. 

Professor Cipriani is also examin- 
ing the famous Zimababwe ruins and 
has come to the conclusion that they 
are agg 4 the work of the African 
people. t Victoria Falls he found 
flint instruments of prehistoric type, 
and near Mazabuka he found an en- 
graved rock of a t discovered in 
no other part of Tica. The rock 
showed distinct indication of being 
the work of prehistoric man. The 
professor’s discoveries are regarded 
as confirming the evidence, shown by 
the skull found in a cave at Broken 
Hill, Northern Rhodesia, several 


years ago, that Rhodesia was inhab- 
ited in prehistoric times.

estimations. . 

The naval authority admitted that 
it was not necessary to take naval 
bases and other extraneous factors 
into account, but he thought that 
the measurement of the fighting 
strengths of ‘he cruiser fleets too 
complex a task to be accomplished 
by arithmetical or algebraica] for- 
mula. He implied that statesmen 
must finally take the responsibility 
of deciding what degree of relativity 
the countries could accept. 

In applying the Hoover yardstick, 
the official added: ‘‘You must re- 
member the difference between ask- 
ing a.milionaire to reduce his prop- 
erty by 50 per cent and asking a 
poor man to do the same.”’ 

On being reminded of President 
Hoover’s remark in his Memorial 
Day address, that the ‘‘definite 
needs ‘of a navy are relative,’’ the 
officer agreed that relativity would 
have to govern the question, but he 
declared that some nations with 
small navies, such as France, _in- 
sisted on a certain and absolute 
minimum, dictated by circumstances, 
below which they could rot go. He 
said that Japan was in that position. 

Asked whether the prospective con- 
ference could, like the Washington 
Conference, base its work on the 
status quo, he said that the great 
difficulty was in finding a status for 
cruisers. \ 





“At Washington,”’ he continued, 


‘‘the delegates sat down before a fine 
big fish. It was a simple matter to 
Slice off equal portions, but when it 
came to dividing the bones and 


‘fragments, Washington found the 


task too difficult. So did Geneva. 
The hardest part of the work still 
faces us.”’ 

This high official was not clear, 
from the cabled reports of General 
Dawes’s speech, whether the ex- 
perts were expected to devise yard- 
sticks separately or jointly: A civi- 
lian authority to whom this point 
was put assumed that each coun- 
try’s experts would propose’ a for- 
mula end that their statesmen 
would reconcile the differences. 
The foregoing may be taken as a 
rank statement of the navy’s view 
of the situation as at present.

NEW PHEASANT — BAGGED 





Kermit Roosevelt Tells Here of 
Finds at High Altitudes on 
Borders of Tibet. 





Specimens of two species of ani- 
mals never before seen in this 
country were brought from Central 
Asia by Kermit Roosevelt. One is a 
panda, shot in the Lolo country, the 
buffer State on the frontier of 
China and Tibet, and the other is 
the golden snub-nosed monkey, 
bagged while hunting at an altitude 
of 14,000 feet in the same wild re- 
gion. 


Mr. Roosevelt, in a brief interview 
yesterday at his offices, 11 Broad- 


way, told of what he and his 
brother Theodore and Suydam Cut- 
ting of New York saw and experi- 
enced during their seven-month stay 
in Burmah and the little-known 
country to the north. 

All trophies and souvenirs, even the 
photographs of the expedition, have 
been shipped to the Field Museum 
of Chicago, where they are being 
prepared for exhibition. 

Along the Irrawaddy and Mekong 
Rivers the party obtained a fine col- 
lection . of _reptiles and smaller 
mammals. Higher up, where only 
a few explorers and missionaries 
have wandered, they brought down 
rare examples of the fauna, includ- 
ing what Mr. Roosevelt believes are 
some hitherto unknown species of 
pheasants. They shot birds of prey, 
such as the lammergeier, and hunted 
mountain goats, deer and other big 


me. 

“It was bitterly cold up there,’’ 
said Mr. Roosevelt, turning on the 
electric fan and wey his fore- 
head. ‘‘We got to an altitude of 17,- 
000 feet, but we were well equipped 
and suffered no real hardships.’ 

The panda, zoologically known as 
Ailura fulgens, is a ng to be held 
sacred by the Nepalese and other 
natives, but the Lolos made no dif- 
ficulties about shooting it. Mr. 
Roosevelt and his brother came upon 
the beast near its lair, a hollow tree, 
and both fired simultaneously: The 
panda, which weighed about 300 
Ls geet is the first to be brought to 
his country, as are the golden snub- 
nosed monkeys. 

An old French colored plate of a 

anda was shown by Mr. Roosevelt. 

t may be described as somewhat in- 
termediate between a bear and a 
raccoon. It is white except for the 
legs, which are black, and the black 
markings around the eyes, which 
give the animal an incongruous and 
studious look, as if wearing huge 
horn-rimmed spectacles. Mr. Roose- 
velt explained that the panda lives 
on the leaves, shoots and young 
branches of the bamboo tree. 

The monkeys, eight of which were 
bagged, have long manes on their 
backs. Their bellies are orange- 
colored, and it is for this reason that 
they have been called golden. 

“The natives were most astound- 
ed,’”’? said Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘for they

London Dealer Accused of Convert- 
ing $75,000 for Earl’s Picture. 
Wireless to THz New York TIMES. 
LONDON, June 20.—A number of 
famous paintings, heirlooms of the 
Earl of Wemyss, were mentioned in 
the Police Court today when Arthur 
Ruck, picture dealer, was charged 

with fraudulent conversion. 

The prosecution alleged that Ruck 
undertook to deliver to the Colnaghi 
Company four pictures—two Ruys- 
daels, a Gainsborough and a portrait 
of a lady of the early Italian school 
from the Earl’s collection—but that, 
having received a check for $75,000 
for this specific purpose, he con- 
verted it to other purposes. 

The Earl of Wemyss testified that 


with the consent of his trustees he 
gave Ruck an option; through Lady 
Angela Forbes, to sell one picture by 
Romney for $75,000. He said that 
he had no intention of selling the 
Gainsborough. 

Lady Angela Forbes, testifying on 
behalf of the Earl, said that Ruck 
bad offered $40,000 for.the four pic- 
tures.

Ruck, who pleaded ‘‘not guilty’”’ 
and reserved his defense, was com- 
mitted to trial, Ernest Duveen being 
accepted as his surety in bail.

OVERCOMES A SCORE 


Children Die in Sleep as Hydro- 
gen Sulphide Sweeps Over 
Homes in El Paso, Texas. 








ITS ORIGIN A MYSTERY 





——— 
Authorities, Seeking Source, Exam- 
ine Officials of Oil Refineries 
and Natural Gas Plant. 





EL PASO, Texas, June 20, (4).—Poi- 
son gas that swept over a residence 
district near two oil refineries and 
a natural gas plant here last night, 
taking the lives of two sleeping chil- 
dren and overcoming a score of other 
persons was identified today as 
hydrogen sulphide. Its origin is a 
mystery, 


Officer, reported to the City Council 
and County Commissioners that the 
deaths of the children were caused 
by hydrogen sulphide. 

Sixteen persons, most of them 


Mexicans, were taken to. hospitals. 
All but two had been released late 
today. An impromptu court of in- 
quiry, convened by city and county 
officials, summoned chemists and re- 
finery and natural gas company offi- 
cials in an effort to determine the 
origin of the gas and prevent a re- 
currence of the fatalities. 

W. G. Hamilton, general manager 
of the Pasotex Petroleum Company’s 
refinery; A. L. Forbes, general su- 
perintendent of the El Paso Natural 
Gas Company, and R. G. Collins of 
the Texas Company’s refinery were 
examined by Mayor R. E. Thomason 
and County Judge McClintock. 

Mr. Hamilton said that everything 
was ‘“‘perfectly regular’ in the Paso- 
tex refinery. ‘I will not try to deny 
the fact that West Texas crude has 
some hydrogen sulphide in it,’’ he 
said. ‘It is taken from the oil dur- 
ing the course of refining and burned 
at our plant.’”’ 

Mr. Forbes said it would have been 
a physical impossibility for the poi- 
son gas to have come from the 
Natural Gas Company’s lines. ‘‘We 
made a thorough inspection of our 
lines and there was no indication of 
a pin-hole leak,’’ he said. ‘‘Besides 
there is no trace of hydrogen sul- 
phide in our gas. Natural gas is 
lighter than air.’’ 

Mr. Collins testified the Texas 
company’s refinery, which was re- 
cently completed, has not begun 
operation. 

Dr. McCamant said he visited the 
scene this morning and that the gas 
odor was still strong in the room 
where the two children died.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.— 
Because of the rapidly increasing 
numberof - persons killed and in- 
jured, on" the highways ‘of the.coun- 
try, Secretary of Commerce Robert 
P., Lamont, today.. announced .the 
formation of a maintenance of 
motor vehicle committee to study 
the problem fn ofder*to bring about 
improved conditions. The commit- 
tee represents more than twenty in- 
terests, including manufacturers, 
automobile dealers, motor clubs and 
others concerned with one or more 
specific phases of the automobile 
maintenance problem. William 
Candler of Atlanta was named 
chairman and Howard M. Starling 
of this city secretary of the com- 
mittee. 


Simultaneously with the meeting 
of the committee in the Department 
of Commerce there was held, also in 
the | Department of Commerce, a 
meeting of the grade crossings and 
highway intersections’ committee 
of whjch William R. Dawes of Chi- 
cago is the chairman. Accidents at 
railway crossings, said Mr. Dawes, 
account for about 10 per cent of the 
27,000 people kille annually in 
motor accidents in this country. 
The fatalities at grade crossing and 
highway intersections now average 
annually between 8,000 and 9,000, 
said Mr. Dawes. 

Secretary Lamont, in announcing 
the appointment of the maintenance 
of motor vehicles committee, said 
that inspection of 5,057,480 cars in 
1927 and 1928 showed that 1,694,758 
required brake correction to comply 
with existing laws, 230,547 had de 
fective lamps, 77,643 had defective 
steering gear and about 200,000 were 
below legal requirements in other 
respects, such as horns, mirrors and 
windshield wipers. In Michigan 
alone 189,000, or 38 per cent out of 
502,480 cars inspected, required cor- 
rection of one or more uipment 
defects to comply with the law.

At that time | 
it was agreed that the question:as to | 
whether the electrical union” was to 
hang fixtures made by employers | 
who used non-union men in their 
manufacturing plants was to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, together with 
“all other claims or charges by 
either side.”’ 


Law Disregarded, Merritt Says. 


When the hearing opened yesterday 
Mr. Merritt said that as the arbitra- 


tion agreement had been made in the 
State of New York it necessarily 
meant an arbitration under the State 
laws, The hearings about to begin, 
he said, were in disregard of the 
State arbitration laws because it had 
not‘been determined in advance what 
the scope of the arbitration would 
be. Such a procedure, he argued, 
would merely savor of a debate. 

Mr. Merritt indicated that the em- 
ployers wished to go into charges 
such as those of collusion made 
against the union and the Electrical 
Centractors Association and that to 
do. so would mean examining | ‘“‘re- 
luctant and unwilling witnesses’? who 
would ‘‘fear union -reprisals.”’

WOR, WLS and WLW Expect

CHAIN IDEA NOT FOLLOWED | 





Inclusion of Broadcasters to Be) 
Based on Wishes of Sponsors, 
Who Pay Full Rates. 





Success of the initial broadcast on 
Tuesday night, when stations WOR 
Newark, WLS, Chicago, and WLW 
Cincinnati, were hooked together by 
land wires in an exchange of pro- 
grams, has led to the decision to 


make the network permanent, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
yesterday by Ford Billings, director 
of station WLW. While it is ex- | 
pected that other stations will join 
this chain later, Mr. Billings paid, | 





the current undertaking should not 
be construed as a move to compete 
with the already established national 
networks. 

“The first WLW-WLS-WOR broad- 
cast was an extraordinary success,’’ 
Alfred J. McCosker, director of 
WOR, said yesterday. ‘‘We are not 
striving to form a chain in competi- 
tion with the national networks, but 
are developing what might be termed 
a quality group in broadcasting to 


accommodate program sponsors who 
Pe ae og to reach certain cities effec- 
vely. 


How Chain Systems Work. 


“The general practice of chain 
broadcasting differs from our new 
system in that a member of a network 
is usually paid $50 an hour by the 


broadcasting system,” ‘said Mr: «Mc- 
Cosker. ‘‘That is the fundamental 


| basis of the radio network as oper- 


ated today. Furthermore, the wire 
lines are owned permarently by the 
——— company. . We do not 
purpose to function in this way. We 
send our program to WLW or other 
stations and the customer pays both 
the station’s full time charge and the 
wire toll. The arrangement enables 
the customer to have it sent out.over 
WLW at the same time by paying 
WLW on the same basis as if the 
program originated in the Cincinnati 
studio. All we do is to oblige the 


program sponsor. If he so desires, 
we try to arrange to have his pro- 
gram go out over other stations 
which he selects.”’ 

‘The national chains as now organ- 
ized have a part in radio broadcast- 
ing that WLW as a broadcaster does 
not care to attempt to enter,”’ said 
Mr. Billings. ‘The networks are 
naturally interested in putting their 
programs on as many transmitters 
as possible. Individual stations ex- 
changing programs, as WOR, WLS 
and WLW are beginning to do; are 
primarily concerned with an ex- 
change of programs that will add 
variety to their broadcasts, both in 


a ot entertainment and point of 
view.’’ 

It is expected that. the next cities 
to be added to the new chain will be 
Detroit and Boston, where negotia- 
tions are under way to get.stations 
to join the network.

The commission announced that it 
had ‘*reseryed’’ twenty continental 
waves which apparently are not to 
be used by the press corporation at 
this time, although there is a differ- 
ence of opinion on this point among 
members of the commission. 


Text of Official Order. 


The action taken by the commis- 
sion was announced as follows. 


The matter of application of the 
American press for construction 
permits came on for consideration. 
and the following order (Commis- 
sioner Saltzman not voting) was 
adopted without objection:

His ‘inno- 
cent reply was that he feared that 
the committee would not “con- 
strue” the word. “limited” in his 
own sense, and therefore would 
twist or pervert Mr. HoovER’s real 
intention! 

Another metaphysical difficulty 
arose in connection with the phrase 
“agriculture and directly related 
products.” Many Senators were in- 
stant in demanding what possible 
product was not related to agricul- 
ture. On this point the new Sena- 
tor from Rhode Island, Mr. HEBERT, 
was'masterly. He undertook to show 
that the whole manufacturing indus- 
try of the country is so “ inter- 
woven” with agriculture that no- 
body could tear the two apart with- 
out fatal injury to both. He ad- 
mitted that, in order to understand 
this relation, one must have a 
nice perception of those “ delicate 
adjustments” which bring about 
‘prosperity in all lines of endeavor.” 
This, of course, is the fine old Re- 
publican ‘doctrine which Senator 
BorAu himself has often defended 
and voted for in the past, but which 
he now declares to be obsolete. The 
alleged purpose of the protective 
system was to build up the home 
market for the American farmer, 
but now, asserted Senator BORAH, 
“the home market is in the pos- 
session of’ the foreigner.” 

He bore this out by declaring that 
at the present time “there are some

“* $2,500,000,000 worth of farm prod- | 


“ucts coming into our market.” As 
the total value of American farm 
products .in 1926 was something 
over $16,000,000,000, it would appear 
that the invading foreigner at least 
left a fair-sized slice of the home 
market for the American farmer. 
Presumably in the terrible flood of 
imports of farm products Senator 
BORAH must include, as do the com- 
mercial reports, $368,000,000 worth 
of. rubber, $203,000,000 of coffee, 
$31,000,000 of tea and other products 
of the soil which are hardly in de- 
structive competition with the Amer- 
ican farmer. Senator SMOoOoT took 
part in the debate, not as-a philolo- 
ger, but as a dealer in hard facts. 
He produced a lot of cold-blooded 
tables and figures and tariff sched- 
ules, as if to agree with the gentle- 
man in “ Hudibras,” of whom it was 
said:

UNRECESSING BROOKHART, 


While less faithful Senators were 
eager to flee from Washington by 
the first train, chuckling as they 
went over the enforced labors of 
the Senate Finance Committee, Mr. 
BROOKHART called a session of the 
Insurgents of both parties. This 
inclusion is polite, but Democratic 
Insurgents are not numerous; and 
those Senators who are good Repub- 
licans on the issue of protection 
would hardly be welcomed by the 
sages whom Mr. BROOKHART invites 
to prepare a Progressive program 
so that the country may be sure it 
is not going to the dogs when their 
days come. We can recall other 
special sessions of the _ salt-of- 
the-earth Pures, confabulations not 
without entertainment.

THE ELEVATED’S PETITION. 


The Interborough’s petition for a 
ten-cent fare on its elevated lines is 
a tactical move of importance. It is 
neither wholly a retreat nor wholly 
an advance, but rather one of those 
retirements to a “ position prepared 
in advance” that we used to hear 
about in wartime. If it is possible 
to read between the lines of the 
Interborough’s announcement some 
misgivings, natural enough in the 
light of the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion, as to the likelihood of success 
in the seven-cent fare cases now 
pending in the State courts, it is 
also possible to rcad there renewed 
hope of a higher fare on the elevated 
lines as a separate agency of trans- 
portation. The names of eminent 
counsel signed to the: petition are 
evidence. that the company, from 
this new base, is prepared to press 
its offensive with vigor. The issue 
is certain to be as sharply contested 
by the Transit Commission, which 
holds the fare to be a matter of con- 
tract and therefore beyond its own 
jurisdiction. 

This. petition rests on what is 
probably the strongest case that the 
Interborough could put’ forward. 
Lawyers familiar with transit prob- 
lems have always recognized that 
the elevated lines are on a some- 
what different footing from the 
subways, both in law and in fact. 
The Interborough’s subwzys, taken 
by themselves, have been earning a 
respectable return, as the Supreme 
Court pointed out. The elevated 
lines are not so well off. Lawyers 
for the Interborough, for whom the 
rest of Justice MCREYNOLDs’s opin- 
ion made rather discouraging read- 
ing, found some crumbs of comfort 
in what he had to say about the 
elevated lines.’ They are “ not pros- 
pering.” Their. net receipts are 
“diminishing.” The court was un- 
able to accept the theory that 
“the subways and clevated roads 
“constitute a unified system for 
“rate-making purposes.” It looked 
askance at the claim that the five- 
cent fare was confiscatory in respect 
to the subways, but it was silent on 
that score as to the elevated roads. 
Antiquated but still essential, at 
least until they can be replaced by 
underground lines, they might pre- 
sent a perplexing problem in rate 
making.

Playing in the streets is bad for 
the health and habits of children, 
and the opening of many new play- 
grounds during the last three years 
has been of great benefit, as teach- 
ers receiving pupils who have had 
this advantage know. The number 
of accidental deaths of children in 
this period has been notably reduced. 

Through the opening of new eve- 
ning recreation centres it is hoped 
to bring about a reduction in the 
tendency to crime and juvenile de- 
linquency among boys and girls who 
now. look for amusement in the 
streets. Most of these young people 
accept eagerly the. opportunities af- 
forded when the neighborhood schoo! 
roof is fitted up for diversion and 
exercise. A+ swimming pool uhder 
competént supervision attracts them 
as the. wading pools draw. their lit- 
tle brothers and:sisters. Under-nour- 
ished mothers and rickety children 
»|meed the safety and sunlight of the 
roof gardens. 

The committee is bending special 
efforts to use to the full recreational 
projects which were’ begun a few 
years. age and have never been com- 
pletely carried out..Some of the piers 
intendéd for play have not been 
available .as. they should be, and 
vacant plots have not béen equipped 
with suitable apparatus. It-is to ‘be 
hoped that these and other uncom- 
pleted plans will be put through rap- 
idly for the children ‘who so greatly 
need them. :

Quoted. Before the War. 
To the Editer of The New York Times: 

An article appeared in: Tue Times 
of -June 16 entitled ‘‘Dead Sea 
Potash,’ which stated: ‘{Potash] 
Prices soared 100, 200, 300 and evén 
1,000 per cent before, during and 
after the war. Potash shipments 
received at New York amount to 
about $17,000,000 annually.’’~ 

For the five years. preceding the 
war the average price of. muriate 
of potash, delivered in bags at 
Atlantic and Gulf ports, was $37.69 
a ton. Of course, during the war, 
when the European potash supply 
was cut off from this country by a 
blockade, the price of this com- 
modity was extremely high. How- 
ever, after the war, as soon as com- 
Merce resumed a normal condition, 
potash dropped in price and today 
can be purchased at a lower figure 
than before the war. 

Over the past five years the aver- 
age price of muriate of potash has 
been $32.61 a ton delivered in bags 
at Atlantic and Gulf ports.’ This. is 
approximately $5 less than the aver- 
age of the five years preceding the 
war, despite the fact that. wages in 
Europe, ¢ost of mining supplies and 
inland and ocean freight rates have 
all advanced considerably. _

The Rev. Dr. Henry Mottet, rector 
for almost fifty years of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of the 


| Holy Communion, with which he had 


been connected for the last seventy- 
one years, died yesterday in Great 
Neck, L. I., in his eighty-fifth year. 
| He was the oldest rector of. the 
communion in active service in. this 
city. On Nov. 2 next he would have 
completed half a century as rector. 

Dr. Mottet had been in failing 
health for a long time, but admin- 
istered his parish to the last. 

Funeral services will take place 
‘in the church at 10 A. M. tomorrow. 
Bishop—William—T.-Manning will of- 
ficiate. 

Dr. Mottet Ws eee completed the 
raising of a $1,000 endowment 
for his church, achieving his desire 
throughout the half-century, the 
anchoring of it on its present site 
.in perpetuity. The little brown-stone 
edifice nestling among the tall com- 
mercial buildings at Sixth Avenue 
| and Twentieth -Street has always 
sought under Dr. Mottet’s rector- 


ship to minister to people of every 
class. 


Doors Never Close. 


One of his last accomplishments 
| was to arrange for the church to 
; be kept open all night 365: nights 
of the "age so that those who pass 
by in t wee, small hours’’, might 
heed the invitation as in the ‘day to 
enter for a moment or more for 

“rest, meditation and prayer.”’ This 
is believed to be the only church 
in America’ that never closes its 
doors. 

Some years ago Dr. Mottet estab- 
lished a service every Sunday for 
negroes. About the same time. he 
started giving the use of the church 
once a week to a Greek Orthodox 
congregation. 

With part of the $1,000,000 Dr. 
Mottet had planned all along to erect 
& large’ community house and a six- 
teen-story hotel to accommodate 
about 500 working men and women 
on the site of the present parish 
buildings, part of which are on the 
Sixth Avenue side and part on 
Twentieth Street side. 


First Free Church in America. 


One of Dr. Mottet’s greatest prides 
was that the Church of the Holy 
Communion, which was founded in 
1846, became the first free church in 
America. No sittings were ever sold 
or rented, rich and poor being in- 
vited’ ‘to worship together. The 
church all through the years has 
received its entire support from vol- 
untary contributions. The first John 
Jacob Astor, his wife and son were 
among its early members. Another 
fact of which Dr. Mottet. was very 
proud was that St. Luke’s Hospital, 
now opposite the Cathedral of St. 
| John the Divine, was founded by the 
Rev. Dr. William Augustus Mublen- 
berg, founder of the: Holy Commu- 
nion Church. 

Dr. Mottet was born in Stuttgart, 
Germany, on ‘May 20, 1845, the son 
of Joseph and Philippine. Mottet. He 
became a choir boy in the Church 
of the Holy Communion at the age 
of 13 and was confirmed seventy-one 
years ago. 

He was graduated from the College 
of the City of New York in 1869.

Company of 26 Broadway. would take 
over the closed bank end guarantee 
payment to depositors. The new or- 
ganization will be backed by a cap- 
ital, surplus and reserves of $12,000,- 
000 and supplants the Mutual Trust 
Company, organized for the same 
Purpose, which had a capital and 
surplus of $5,000,000. 

John J. Lewis, president of the 
Mutual Trust Company, issued the 
following statement telling of the 
new arrangement: 

It was announced today on be- 
half of the group of bankers which 
is considering providing for the 
payment to the depositors of the 
City Trust Company that the 
board. of directors of the Mutual 
Trust Company deem it desirable 
to merge the Mutual Trust Com- 
pany into the International Ger- 
manic Trust Company. 

The accomplishment of this _— 
depends upon the approval of an 
agreement by the directors of the 
Mutual Trust Company, the sub- 
scribers to the stock of the Mutual 
Trust Company, the Superinten- 
dent of Banks and the directors 
and stockholders of the Interna- 
tional Germanic Trust Co y. 
If this merger is approved the 
stockholders of the Mutual Trust 
Company will: become stockholders 
of the International Germanic Trust 
Company, which will have a cap- 
ital, surplus and reserves of $12,- 

,000 and be secured by agree- 
ments with the present stockhold- 
ers of the Mutual Trust Company 
against loss in assuming the pay- 
ment to depositors of the City 

Trust Company.

There was no explana- 
tion until Ralph Jonas, one of the 
directors testifying at the Moreland 
inquiry of.the Banking Department, 
let slip the fact that some of the 
directors had become faint hearted 
tecause of the unfavorable publicity 
arising from the investigations of 
the City Trust“failure.

MOTORMAN BLAMED 
INBLBVATED WRECK 


Chief Engineer of Transit Com- 
mission Lays Accident to 
. ‘Man. Failure.” : 








ACCUSED HELD "IN. BAIL 





Fatal Crash Could Have Been Pre- 
vented by Complete Signal 
System, Report Says. 





The wreck on’ the Eighth Avenue 
elevated of the Interborough 
Wednesday night, which cost the 
lives of two men. and brought in- 
juries to thirty-four persons, was at- 
tributed to “‘man failure’ and to no 


| fault of equipment, in an official re- 


port submitted yesterday by William 
C.. Lancaster, chief engineer of the 
Transit Commission. 

A guard was killed outright in the 
accident and William F. Emerson, 
an assistant fire marshal, died of 
overexertion while investigating: the 
wreck. 

In his report, based on a personal 
investigation, Mr. Lancaster said 
that James McGlynn, the motorman 
of the Sixth Avenue local which ran 
into the rear of the stalled Ninth 
Avenue train, should have seen the 


stalled train, which was 400 feet 
north of the curve near. the 110th 
Street station. 

The Transit Commission’s chief 
engineer declared also that such ac- 
cidents: could be avoided by the in- 
stallation. of a complete system of 
automatic signals and trip stops, 
such as have already been ordered 
by the commission and which are 
now being installed on the elevated 
lines. 


McGlynn Held in Bail. 


McGlynn, who is 43 years old and 
lives .at 2,121 Bighth Avenue, was 
put under arrest yesterday and held 
in $1,000 bail for a hearing July 2 
when he was arraigned before Mag- 
istrate Corrigan in Homicide Court 
on a short affidavit charging suspi- 
cion. of homicide, signed by Detec- 
tive Raymond McAuliffe of the 
Fourteenth Division. 

Louis Graser, 36 years old, of 400 
Aurora Avenue, Grantwood, N. J., 
motorman of the Ninth Avenue 
train, who had been arrested as a 
material witness, was arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Renaud in Tombs 
Court and freed in the custody of 
Lee M. Hutchins, I. R. T. counsel, 
who assured the -ourt that Graser 
would be produced at any time his 
testimony was required. 

McGlynn is a veteran in the I. R. 
T. service. He was appointed a train- 
man in 1918, a motor switchman in 
1923 and a motorman in October, 
1925. 

Mr. Lancaster’s report to the Tran- 
sit Commission follows: : 

“T made a personal. investigation 
of this accident. 

“A seven-car Sixth Avenue north- 
bound local in charge of Motorman 
McGlynn collided with the rear end 
-of a fivo-car .Ninth Avenue local at 
a point about 400 feet north of the 
curve just north of the 110th Street 
station. The five-car train was stand- 
ing at this point, being held by a 
train ahead having become stalled. 
Both trains consisted of wooden 
cars. 

“There are two, signals protecting 
this curve, one at the end of the 
110th Street station and the other 

art way around the curve. . The lat- 

er signal protects a section of track 
336: feet to the north. The stalled 


five-car train was just beyond this. 


section of track so that Motorman 
McGlynn got a clear signal at the 
¢urve showing that for this distance 
of 336 feet the track was clear. How- 
ever, there was nothing to obstruct 
his vision’ and he should have seen 
the stallec train as soon as he round- 
ed the curve. He had about 400 feet 
in which to stop. This was ample 
distance. 

“Investigation showed that his 
handle was in reverse, showing that 
he had attempted to stop, but too 
late. Tests of the brakes showed 
them to be in good condition. 


‘‘Another Case of Man Failure.” 


“In my opinion, this was another 
case of man failure. 

“This is the type of accident that 
would be avoided by a complete sys- 
tem .of automatic signals.and auto, 
matic trip stops. e commission 
has ordered signals and trip stops on 
all rapid transit lines, and the com- 
‘panies are proceeding with their in- 
stallation.”’ 

Investigation by Transit Commis- 
sion inspectors showed that the Sixth 
Avenue train of seven cars consisted 
of four made in 1903 and three in 
1908, arranged alternately. with the 
1903. cars placed first, third, fifth 
and last. 

The five cars of the Ninth Avenue 
train were built in 1886, 1904, 1887, 
1889 and 1893, the last two being the 
cars which were damaged. 

Funeral services for Mr. Emerson 
will be held tomorrow morning at 
St. Ignatius Loyola Church, k 
Avenue and Ejighty-fourth Street, 
where a high mass of requiem will 
be offered. 

Mr. Emerson was 58 years old. and 
lived. at 1,062 Lexington Avenue. He 
is survived by his widow, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Emerson.

GAS KILLS FIREMAN 
IN ALLEN ST. BLAZE 


Three Others Felled by Smoke 
and Carbon Monoxide as the 
Flames Rout 25 Families. 








10 PERSONS ARE RESCUED. 





J. H. Murphy Expires at Bellevue 
After Collapsing on Return 
to Station House. 





Four firemen were overcome by 
smoke and carbon monoxide gas 
while fighting a stubborn cellar fire’ 
in the tenement house at 91 Allen 
Street late yesterday afternoon, one 
of them so severely that he died in 
Bellevue Hospital. Twenty-five fam- 
ilies were driven from their homes 
by the blaze, and four women and 
six children who had bea@ome con- 
fused in the smoke were led down 
fire escapes to safety by the fire 
fighters. 

The blaze started in a wood storage 
bin ‘in a corner of the cellar about 
4:15 P. M. Dense smoke pouring 
from the basement drove twelve girls 
who had been at work in the dress 
manufacturing establishment of E. 
Barry & Son on the ground floor of 
the building to the street and caused 
a@ passerby to turn in an alarm. ' 

Firemen of Hook and Ladder 6 and 
Engine 55, who were the first to ar- 
rive at the scene, went. through the 
building and found that four families 
on the first and second floors where 
the smoke was thickest had retreated 
from the smoke-filled hallway -to. 
their own apartments. Carrying the 
younger children in their arms, the 
firemen led. the others to the fire’ 
escape and safety. ; 

Those rescued were Mrs. ‘lillian 
Cohen and her three children, Rebec- 
ca, 10 months old; Harry, 7 year 
old, and Sam, 10; Mrs. Sara Peltrino 
and her two children,» Mrs. Moll 
Askonzjo and Mrs. Beatrice Frankel 
and her daughtér, Marie, 2 months 
old.. None of them. were seriously 
affected by the smoke. 

In the cellar other firemen, led by 
Lieutenants Wesley Williams of En- 
gine 55, the only negro officer in the 
Fire Department, and John Pelleterre 
of Engine 17, were attacking the 
blaze, but the cramped space, denst 
smoke aiid great heat combined to 
make the task .a difficult one. The 
two officers organized their men into 
relays but stayed in the midst of the 
murk until both were carried out un- 
conscious, 

Firemen John Scunzina of Engine 
17 and Jamés H. Murphy of Hook 
and Ladder 9 were also overcome 
and assisted to the street by ‘their 
comrades. A temporary first-aid sta- 
tion was established on the sidewalk 
by Dr. Harry M. Archer, Honorary 
Deputy Chief of the department, and 
after he had worked over them for 
an hour with inhalators all four 
had apeereny. revived. 

Murphy, however, collapsed again 
after he had returned to the quar- 
ters of his company at 175 Elizabeth 
Street and was taken to Bellevue, 
where he died about an hour later, 
He was 43 years old and lived with 
his wife at 206 Greenwood Avenue, 
Brooklvn. He had been a member 
of the department since Jan. 1, 1910. 

A secend alarm, bringing j- 
tional apparatus and Chief John Ken- 
lon, was necessary. before the fire 
was subdued. Chief Kenlon praised 
the valor of.

SNOOK CONFESSES — 
SLAYING THRORA HIX 




















HAD KNOWN GIRL 3 YEARS 





Veterinarian Asserts “She Threat- 
ened His Wife and Child With. 
Death Before He Struck Her.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, June - 20.—Dr. 
James Howard Snook confessed this 
afternoon to the murder’ of Theora 
K. Hix, the 25-year-old Ohio State 
University student whose battered 
body was found Friday on the lonely 
rifle range northwest of Columbus. 

Snook slew the girl, he said, be- 
cause she threatened to kill his wife 
and 2-year-old child. 

Until Tuesday Snook was a highly 
respected-member of fhe faculty of 
the. College of Veterinary Medicine at 
the State: University. Theora Hix; 
a graduate of the College of Liberal 
Arts, was a second-year medical stu- 
dent. - 

One week after the killing Snook is 


a confessed murderer, facing death 
in the electric chair. 

Prosecutor John: J: Chester Jr., who 
directed the. investigation. into the 
slaying, said tonight that Snook’s 
confession established a clear case of 
first-degree murder, with the ele- 
ments of premeditation and. delibera- 
tion present. ; 

Snook told Chester he was willing 
to plead guilty. He will be indicted 
by the grand jury tomorrow and ar- 
raigned Monday. 

If a Franklin County judge will sit 
during the Summer recess, the 


.|}former university professor will be 


tried within two weeks. If he pleads 
guilty, the court only hears evidence 
to establish the degree of the 
murder. 


. Broken Down by Grilling. 


Snook’s’ confession came as the 
dramatic climax to a twenty-four- 
hour grilling. 

The confession was dictated to a 
court stenographer and signed in the 
presence of the group that finally 
broke down Snook’s reserve. His 
confession was as follows: 

“I met. Theora Hix about three 
years ago. The friendship continued 
in a very intimate way ever since, 
inasmuch as she was a very § 
companion, 

“T have been living with my wife 
all during this three-year period and 
regerd my wife very highly and re- 
spect her very much as a wife, but 
ahe lacked some of the companion- 
ship afforded by Miss Hix. 

“During the three years that I 
knew Miss Hix I did assist her in 
‘many ways toward an education, but 
I found out it wasn’t appreciated as 
much as I thought it should be. 

“Our association was not a_ love 
affair in any sense of the word, but 
in time Miss Hix developed a more 
determined attitude in regard to dic- 
tating my movements and the final 
culmination of this occurred on June 
13 of this year when I met Miss Hix 
at the corner of Twelfth and High 
Streets in the City of Columbus. 

“We both got into my Ford coupé 
and proceeded to drive to Lane Ave- 
nue and then west out to Fisher 
Road and to the Columbus rifle

“She remonstrated with me against 
leaving the city with my family for 
the week-end, as I had previously 
planned to ‘do. 

“She threatened that if I did go 
she would take the life of. my wife 
and baby. 

“During the quarrel.she grabbed 
for the purse’ in -which she some 
times carried a .41-calibre Derringer 
which I.had given her. In the strug- 
gle she was hit on the head with 4 
hammer with the intent to stun her. 

“She continued struggling desper- 
ately and an increased number of 
blows of increasing force was neces- 
sary’ to stop her. 


Cuts Jugular Vein. 


“Realizing then, no doubt, her 
skull was fractured and to relieve 
her suffering I severed her jugular 
(vein) with my -pocket knife. 

“I then proceeded to pick up the 
things that had been scattered dur- 
ing the struggle and hurriedly left 
the scene of the struggle, leaving her 
body at that point. d 

“The instrument which I used to 
quiet her was a hammer, which -was 
dying on the back of the seat of the

CYRUS FIELD TABLET 
LAID AT SITE OF HOME 


Gramercy Park Association Hon- 
ors Inventor Who Laid the 
First Atlantic Cable. 





A bronze tablet in memory of 
Cyrus West Field, who laid the first 
Atlantic cable in 1858, was unveiled 
yesterday at 1 Lexington Avenue, for 
forty years the home of the inventor 
and ‘‘the birthplace of the Atlantic 
cable.”

Dr. Finle reviewed the historic 
meeting in the Field home when the 
Atlantic cable was conceived and 
showed a Samper of the financier 
talking to the group, including Pete:

Morse and David udley Field. The 
house, he said, may appropriately be 
called the birthplace of the Atlantic 
cable. 

“Its lines have gone out through 
alf the world,” he said, ‘“‘and may 
truly be said to have gone out from 
this house where Cyrus Field first 
dreamed of uniting Europe and 
America by an electric thread.

Stocksilrregular, With Advances 
Predominating—Money 7%, 
M4 Brokers’ Loans Increase. 
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| The stock market moved with 
Much irregularity yesterday, with 
transactions falling below the 3,000,- 
‘000-share mark for the first time 
‘since activity seemed to be reviving 
‘in the middle of last week. There 
‘Was again no change in the Stoek 
Exchange call-money rate, but the 
‘late afternoon report on brokers’ 
loans, showed increase of $136,000,- 
000—the largest weekly expansion, as 
it happems, since the stock market’s 
‘downward readjustment began at the 
end of March. Purely as a matter 
of statistics, the total to which these 
credits have risen in the past week 
is $1,180,000,000 greater than any 
reached before this year. 

Although movements on the Stock 

Exchange were conflicting, with net 
advances and net declines fairly 
equal numerically, the advances were 
more emphatic; ranging in various 
‘stocks, mostly of the “specialty” 
order, from 9 to 16 points. But 
there was no uniformity of action, 
‘and in the more important shares 
the day’s changes were trifling. The 
{market appeared to indicate that 
ithe stirring-up of activity during the 
preceding week was a professional 
‘undertaking and that the process had 
lost its momentum. The bond mar- 
‘ket again gave no sign of definite 
, trend in either direction. 
Nothing in the Federal Reserve’s 
“weekly report indicated any change 
of position or policy. In particular, 
1 the recent prediction that the system 
had reversed its policy regarding ac- 
;ceptance bills was not in any way 
,confirmed. Holdings of such paper 
iwere reduced $27,000,000 for the 
week, the New York bank disposing 
of $16,500,000. The twelve banks 
now hold the smallest total amount 
of these investments since Septem- 
ber, 1924. 

This week’s engagement of $8,000,- 
000 for shipment from London to 
New York lent interest to yester- 
day’s statement by the Bank of Eng- 
land. Its gold reserve decreased for 
, the first time since February. Dur- 
ing the interval, the Bank has added 
' $63,000,000 to its holdings; in the 
past week it has lost $3,450,000. <A 
‘year ago it held $39,800,000 more 
gold than it holds today, and be- 
, tween this week last year and the 
middle of September $23,300,000 more 
‘was added. The Bank is therefore 
much less favorably placed to meet 
such further loss of gold as the 
, $130,000,000 which was withdrawn, 
mostly by Berlin and New York, be- 
tween last September and the week 
‘in February when the Bank of Eng- 
land raised its rate. 

It does not necessarily follow that 
any such large requisitions on the 
Bank’s reserve will be made next 
Autumn as those of 1928. But the 
exchange-market situation as be- 
‘tween London and New York is ex- 
ceedingly obscure; gold shipments to 
New York are always more natural 
in the Autumn than in June, and 
the sterling rate at Berlin has of 
late been more favorable to the Ger- 
man market than it was at the time 
of last Autumn’s largest gold remit- 
tances from London. The Bank of 
England has a variety of expedients 
which may be employed to control 
the gold movement. Its chief re- 
liance, however—a higher discount 
rate—was tried four months ago and 
has proved to be as ineffective as 
was last year’s rise of the New York 
bank rate, in the effort to get the 
New York credit market reasonably 
in hand. A few months ago, the 
London market appeared to take the 
ground that only a thoroughgoing 
readjustment on the American stock 
exchanges could restore a normal 
situation; -and~ that has not “oc- 
curred. These are among the per- 
plexities of a confused international 
situation.

DEFENDS FEDERAL RESERVE 


Illinois Bankers’ President Assails 
“Political Interference.” 


AURORA, Ill., June 20 @).—Omar 
H. Wright, president of the Illinois 
Bankers’ Association, today attacked 
what he termed political interfer- 
ence that threatened ‘‘to cripple the 
Federal Reserve System’’ at the 
annual meeting of the organization. 

“‘An attempted program of check- 
ing abnormal speculation of all 
kinds and descriptions in the stock 
market has brought down upon the 
heads of the system virulent criti- 
cism from many quarters, while the 
words of approval have been faint 
and infrequent,’’ he said. ‘‘Unfor- 
tunately, as well, the situation has 
given the political opportunist the 
chance to gather to himself an 
audience. Surely some check should 
always be used to put a stop to any 
extreme or unreasonable use of 
credit in any one directinn, and no 
other organization is in a position 
to undertake such a control if it is 
not our Federal Reserve banks.’’

NORFOLK, Va., June 20.—Speak- 
Ing in the home State of Senator 
Carter Glass, who is advocating a 5 
per cent’ tax on the sale of all stocks 
held less than sixty days, President 
E. H. H. Simmons of the New York 
Stock Exchange declared today that 
such a tax ‘‘would constitute a most 
dangerous blow to stable business 
prosperity in'the United States.” His 
address was delivered before the 
thirty-sixth annual convention of the 
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Virginia Bankers’ Association at Old 
Point Comfort. 

Taking motice for the first time of 
the agitation for a tax to check spec- 
ulation, /Mr. Simmons said that the 
move dd not represent ‘‘any legiti- 
mate attempt to raise revenue at all, 
but rather an attempt by the artifi- 
cial yse of the tax power to regulate 
the American security business. 

“That such a tax would be pro- 
hibitive,’’ Mr. Simmons said, ‘‘is ap- 
pérent when it Is realized that the 

resent tax on stock sales which is 

lready at its highest rate in Amer- 
ican history, amounts to about one- 
/ fiftieth of 1 per cent. The proposed 
rate, therefore, would be 250 times 
as great as the present rate. 

“The existing tax produced in the 
calendar year of 1928 is slightly over 
$30,000,000. If the proposed tax did 
not reduce the activity of the secur- 
ity business of the country, it would 
yield over $7,500,000,000—of course a 
wholly preposterous situation. 


Warns of Evasion by Secret Deals. 


“There is no doubt whz2tever but 
that so huge a tax would prove pro- 


foundly harmful not merely to all 
American stock exchanges but to, 
American finance, commerce and in- | 
dustry as well,’ he continued. 

‘For more than a century the New 
York Stock Exchange and the other 
stock exchanges of the United States 
have provided American business 
with free and open market places 
for securities. The ready buying and 
selling of these securities has made 
it possible for our banks to lend 
with confidence on security col- 
lateral. 

“It has also permitted American 
business corporations readily to issue 
and distribute their securities to the 
American public. This normal and 
necessary work, so basic to stable 
prosperity. inthe United States, 
would become impossible of accom- 
plishmeént were the proposed tax to 
be enacted. < 

“Undoubtedly such a tax would 
force people who desired to deal in 
securities to evade it in one way or 
another. This might be done through 
secret transactions where no records 
were kept by which the government 
could discover what taxes were pay- 
able, or by selling American securi- 
ties on the stock exchanges of Eu- 
rope instead of in our own country.

“Yet despite. such evasion such 4 
tax would constitute a most danger- 


cycle became a violent alternation of 
prosperity and depression. 

Problem of Using Surplus Capital. 

“The establishment of the Federal 
Reserve system was, of course, a 
tremendous improvement over our 
old inflexible banking system, and 
the new flexibility of credit: which ‘it 
inaugurated proved a valuable stabil- 
izing force. But recent stability and 
prosperity in American business has 
also been due to the situation in re- 
gard to capital. 

“The United States has become a 
creditor nation with a normal sur- 
plus of carital over and above the 
current productive capital needs of 
the country. Our real problem, 
therefore, is not so much to obtain 
capital as to know what to do with 
the capital which he already possess. 

“It has been this condition of sur- 
plus capital in the United States 
which has inevitably led to the vast 
expansion of securities listed on the 
Stoc!: Exchange, to the enormous 
time deposits in commercial banks, 
to the increase in brokers’ loans, to | 
the vast expansion of building and 
loan organizations, life insurance 
company assets and new security

plus of American capital over and:

‘“‘Many people have wholly misin- | 
terpreted these phenomena resulting 
from surplus capital in this country. 
They have observed the rising fig- | 
ures of transactions in finance and | 
have been able to see in them noth-| 
ing more than inflation. | 

“They also fail to realize that the | 
business cycle has apparently ceased ' 
to operate in its former accustomed |!

credit and capital shortages—a fear | 
which used to be amply justified 
when we were a dedtor nation but 
which today is obsolete.”’

- ‘This: proposed 
heavy production ¥ will largely offset 
the decline which will be experienced 
by some of the other manufacturers | 
who have been operating at capacity 
since the introduction of new models 
several months ago.

Federal Bureau Says World Sit- 


uation Is More Encouraging 
' Here Despite World Outlook. 








CITES LOSSES IN EUROPE 





But. Predicts. Gain of More -Tnan

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.— 
In a review of the farm: situation 
made public today the Bureau. of 
Agricultural Economics of the De- 
partment of Agriculture said that 
the prospect was for an increase of 
from 125,000,000 to 150,000,000 bush- 
els in the world carry-over of wheat 
of July 1, as compared with last 
year, and that most of this would 
be in the United States. 

Wheat areas estimated in the 
twenty-two countries reporting to 
date, the bureau said, total nearly 
141,000,000 acres, about 6,000,000, or 
3.8 per cent, greater than last year. 
Of this increase 4,200,000 acres are 
in the United States. 

Holds Outlook Here Brighter. 

The situation was held to be some- 

what more encouraging for the 


American farmer, héwever, because < 


_of the more extensive Winter kill- 
ing reported in Europe and the fact 
that drought -—as retarding seeding 
‘in Argentina. 
The bureau also commented on 
> the general industrial situation as it 
might affect the consuming market 
for agriculture. The outstanding fea- 
ture, it was stated, was the record 
rate of activity in the iron and steel 
anc automobile industries, the high 
level of interest rates and the large 
volume of credit used in speculative 
activity and the maintenance of con- 
struction at a level below that of 
last year. 

“From the present high rate of in- 
dustrial activity,’’ “he bureau said, 
“there is undeubtedly developing a 
volume of consumer-buying power 
which will sustain the consumer de- 
mand for the farm products during 
the Summer months. However, out- 

“put among such basic and far-reach- 
ing industries as the iron, steel and 
automobile industrie: is at.a_ level 
not likely to be maintained, espe- 
cially in face of high interest rates. 

“In so far as the treid in prices 
is associated with prospective busi- 
“ness conditions, it may be observed 
that there has recently been a down- 
ward trend in prices usually sensi- 
tive to anticipated slackening in in- 
dustrial activity. Some reduction in 
dom:2stic consumer demand may 
therefore develop later in the sea- 
son.’ 

“The prospects for the crop in 
some , European countries seem very 
good,” the bureau said, ‘‘but in oth- 
ers not. quite so good as last year 
unless conditions continue very fa- 
vorable for the remainder of the 
season. Even good yields may not 

’ make up for the heavier Winter kill- 
ing in some countries. 

“In Argentina scarcity of rainfall 
has delayed seeding and seems like- 
ly to reduce the production for the 
coming season. While it is too early 
to make a very definite forecast of 
th world’s crop, conditions. general- 
ly now suggest that it may be at 
least 5 per cent less than last year. 

“Should the world crop outside of 
Russia and China turn out to be 5 
per cent less than last year, this re- 
duction would more than offset the 
increase in carry-over and reduce to 

' that extent the world’s supply. Other 
conditions remaining the same, the 
increase in world demand would then 
result in some increase in the aver- 
age world market price for the season 
over the average for the past season. 


Prices Would Rise. 


“Should the world supply turn out 
to be as indicated above, the prices 
of all classes of wheat in the United 
States would be strengthened as com- 
pared with the average for the past 
year, excepting possibly soft red 
Winter. 

“The prices of all classes of wheat 
~are likely to fluctuate greatly with 
reports of crop prospects in the next 
two months. eavy marketings of 
new wheat in the next two months,

FRENCH, ACCUSE MINE MEN. 


Peeassution of Sellers’ of Stock of 
“American”? Company Ordered. 
Special Cable to Tux New-York Times. 

PARIS, June. 20.—A_ French .tri- 
bunal, after an inquiry today, ordered 
the prosecution of numerous agents 
who have been engaged in flooding 
the French curb market: with stock 
of the Clara Swansea Mines Com- 
pany, whose headquarters are given 
as. Los Angeles. 

According to the testimony at the 
investigation, this stock .was illicitly 
introduced on the French. market, 
and has been watered and artificially 
boosted from its initial price of 2 
francs 50 centimes (about 10 cents) 
upto .70. francs .(2.80), . With its 
value. reduced, sales of this stock in 
France have caused losses to small 
investors of around 50,000,000 francs 
$2,000,000), it was alleged. 

According to the French manager, 
M. Bonhomme,' however, the Clara 
Swansea Company is.a thoroughly 
reputable concern dealing in Arizona 
copper mines and, although.there are 
some difficulties in France over a 
few thousand shares, the company 
has millions in assets and will easily 
straighten out the matter.

LEAD BUYING UP FOR WEEK. 


Sales Largest Since Early in March 
—Copper Business Off. 


Outstanding in the market for non- 
ferrous metals in the past week was 
the excellent buying of lead. The 
expected improvement in demand for 
copper failed to materialize, but 
there was no indication of weakness 
in prices, Engineering and Mining 
Journal reports. Tin sold in mod- 
erate volume, while demand for zinc 
was rather light. 

Sales of lead were the largest for 
any week since early in March and 
all producers shared in the business. 
Copper business in the domestic mar- 
ket was appreciably less than in the 
vreceding week. All business was 
placed on the basis of 18 cents, de- 
livered Connecticut Valley. The gen- 
eral outlook is unchanged and a lack 
of any sustained buying may persist 
for several weeks. 

The world’s output of slab zinc in 
May set a: new high record, with a 
total of 140,379 tons. This compares 
with 136,107 tons in April and 131,- 
676 tons in May, 1928, according to 
the American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tistics. 

For the five months ended May 31, 
the world’s output of zinc was 667,- 
525 tons, compared with 652,228 in 
the similar period of 1928.

CROP. DAMAGE NEWS 
SENDS WHEAT UP 


Bull Market Develops When Bad 
Reports Come From Okla- 
homa. and Kansas.

Corn and Other Grains Acvance in 
Sympathy With Wheat, but 
Gains Are Light.

CHICAGO, Ill., June 20.—A bull 
market has developed in wheat as 
the result of claims of crop deteriora- 
tion in Oklahoma and Kansas and 
from Texas. Some private reports 
suggested that there was a shrinkage 
of around 40,000,000 bushels in the 
outlook for Kansas and Oklahoma as 
compared with the prospective yield 
of June 1. Prices were on the up- 
grade from the start, with the larg- 
est general speculative business in 
some time, and at the top prices 
showed 1614 to 17% cents over the re- 
cent low, and were the highest since 
May 6. Profit taking caused a reac- 
tion of around % cent from the top, 
but the close was at gains of 2% to 
2% cents. Winnipeg was 2% to 2% 
cents higher. 

Houses with Southwestern connec- 
tions were aggressive buyers of fu- 
tures, seemingly backing up the un- 
favorable crop comments. 

Threshing returns from Oklahoma 
in some instances show as low as 3% 
bushels per acre where over ten 
bushels were expected. Crop Observ- 
er R. O. Cromwell estimates Kansas 
still has a prospect of 150,000,000 
bushels with favorable weather from 
now on, while George M. LeCount 
placed the total at 170,000,000 bushels. 
The government June report suggest- 
ed 161,000,000 bushels, against 177,- 
000,000 bushels last year. 

Routine news attracts little atten- 
tion at the present time, and while 
many operators and commission 
houses are now active on the bull side 
and talk much higher prices, others 
feel that the upturn of 7% to 8% 
cents from the low of Tuesday has 
weakened the technical position. 

One effect of the bulge was to put 
American hard Winter via the Gulf 
further out of line with Argentina 
and Winnipeg has also lost ground 
as compared with Chicago of late. 
Export demand at the seaboard was 
fair, with sales of 600,000 bushels to 
700,000 bushels in all _ positions.

Advertising ‘and Merchandising 
Managers Discuss Topic 
From: Many, Angles. 





PUBLICITY PLAN REQUIRED 
Collins Defines’ News—Papers Held 
to Lag in Style Matters—Groups 
Review Problems. 


Effective coordination of advertis- 
ing with merchandising and the edi- 
torial relationship of the newspaper 
to the department store in a ‘‘fash- 
ion conscious” age were major topics 
of discussion at the first joint con- 
vention. at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
yesterday of the sales promotion divi- 
sion and the merchandise managers’ 
group of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association. About four hun- 
dred advertising and merchandise 
managers of leading stores through- 
out the country were present. The 
sessions will conclude today. 

Alfred B. Koch, president of La- 
salle & Koch and head of the -re- 
tailers’ organization, in opening the 
convention said that the sales pro- 
motion or advertising function has 
grown so important in department 
store retailing that today it is on a 
par with merchandising. Close ordi- 
nation of both functions was of the 
utmost necessity in his opinion. 
Hasty preparation of retail advertis- 
ing was condemned as an outstand- 


ing evil by Kenneth Collins, execu- 
tive vice president of R. H. Macy & 
Co., Inc. 

The relationship of the department 
store to the newspaper was discussed 
by Edward R. Mitton, director and 
merchandise manager of the Jordan 
Marsh Company; Edwin S. Friendly, 
business manager of The New York 
Sun; and W. E. ‘Haskell ‘Jr. of The 
Herald Tribune. 


Advertising Not News, He Says. 


The belief that “advertising is 
news’’ was characterized as a myth 
by Mr. Collins. ‘Advertising deals 
with things,’’ se said, ‘“‘news deals 
with people. Timely reporting of 
the arrival of a new style from 
Paris cannot compete in interest 
with the tragedy, pathos and achieve- 
ments of human relationships. Yet 
year after year advertising is pre- 
pared in a fashion similar to the 
handling of news and rushed off to 
the composing room on a few hours’ 
or few days’ notice. This is done 
notwithstanding that the -best we 
have to offer can rarely ‘compete 
bata the worst the newspaper of- 
ers.’ 

So that retail advertising may nave 
a chance to compete with the news 
columns, Mr. Collins urged plunrang 
of advertising far in advance. The 
present system of many stores, he 
said, results ‘‘in the throwing away 
of hundreds of thousand <f dollars 
in hastily executed advertising.”’ 

In the discussion which closed the 
morning session, F. W. Smith, gen- 
eral merchandise manager. of Straw- 
bridge & Clothier, Philadelphia, de- 
scribed advance merchandise plan- 
ning as “advance thinking and not 
advance buying. Ww. . White, 
sales promotion wMreutor of the Hahn 
Department Stores, Inc., declared 

*‘sales promotion must begin before 
the merchandise comes into the 
store.’’ 

C. B. Dulean, merchandise mana- 
ger.of the Hecht Company,.Wash- 
ington, D. C., praised coordination, 
but said there was a-lack of real 
knowledge ‘‘as to the ways and 


means of effecting stutch coordina- 
tion.’ 


Stores Bound By Traditions. | 


In introducing the discussion of. 


the newspaper and the store, Rich- 
ard Waldo, president of the McClure 
Newspaper Syndicate, expressed the 
view that department stores have 
been bound . too -much «by ‘tradition. 
Bankers have realized this, he said, 
and have entered the retail field and 
are eliminating friction and are 
financing mergers on the money 
being saved. While agreeing .with 
Collins that advertising deals

Abrons Company Buys Block 
Front From Stone to 
Bridge Street. 


‘OTHER PARCELS ACQU!RED 


Building Site Contains 15,500 
Square Feet—Year Required to 
Complete Negotiations. 


After a year of negctiations, a 
blockfront building site on Broad 
Street from Stone to Bridge Street 
has been assembled.by Fred E. Stur- 
gis as broker for the Utilities Build- 
ing Corporation, Louis W. Abrons, 
president, it was learned yesterday. 
The site contains about 15,500 square 


feet and includes considerable ot 
e 


and Bridge Street frontage. 
purchasers have acquired several 
other properties near by. 

The plottage has been completed 
by the purchase from Gustav Schwab 
of Oelrichs & Co. of the southwest 
corner of Broad and Stone Streets, 
known as 90 to 94 Broad. Street, 
fronting 77 feet on Broad and 54 feet 
on Stone Street. Some time ago Mr. 
Sturgis, as broker, acquired the lease 
on this property from the Romber 
Corporation, the lease including an 
option to purchase, which has been 
exercised. 

The building site also includes the 
northwest corner of Broad and Bridge 
Streets, extending to Stone Street, 
acauired from the estate of John S. 
Davidson, This part of the plottage 
is.known as 98 Broad Street and 16 
to 20 Stone Street, forming an ell 
around the southwest corner proper- 
ties, with a 44-foot frontage on Broad 
Street, 104.11 feet on Bridge Street 
and 46.6 feet on Stone Street. 

From Albert Frank & Co. the 
Abrons Company acquired 14 Stone 
Street, 32.3 by 54 feet, adjoining the 
Davidson property, and from Jules 
E. Bernard & Co. the building cor- 
poration bought 31 Bridge Street, 
19.10 by 79 feet. The plot extends 
back to the plant of the New York 
Edison Company. 

Jules E. Bernard & Co. acquired 
in their transaction 27-29 Pearl Street 
for their new business home, 40 by 
77 feet, with an exit to Bridge Street, 
property which the Utilities Building 
Corporation recently purchased in 
order to make the exchange.

Halstead through the same broker 
the two five-story buildings at 63 and 
65 Pearl Street, extending through to 
28 and 30 Stone Street, with 47.7 feet 
frontage on Pearl Street and 112 feet 
in depth. These buildings are in the 
block just east of the Broad Street 
plottage and adjoin the eighteen- 
story Importers Building recently 
purchased by G. Benenson. 

The Utilities Building Corporation 
has acquired recently several other 
downtown business properties, _in- 
cluding 2-4 Stone Street, running 
through to 17-21 Bridge Street, from 
Emanuel Arnstein and others, and 
the adjoining property, 23 Bridge 
Street, eg 91 feet on Bridge 
Street and 52 feet on Stone Street. 
Another purchase was 6 Stone Street, 
24. by. 78 feet, also acquired through 
Mr.. Sturgis. 

Mr. Abrons is also president of the 
Géneral Realty and Utilities Corpo- 
ration, which has figured in recent 
deals in the downtown section. This 
company purchased the Johnson 
Building at 30 Broad Street and the 
adjoining seven-story structure, 33- 
pal Broad Street, from Robert Dowl- 
ne.

A nineteen-story apartment house

Port Authority Counsel Says All of 
Harbor Suffers if Any. Part 
is Penalized. 





Investments in piers and water- 
front industries which have no direct 
rail conections will be seriously .af- 
fected if the attempt of New Jer- 
sey interests to abolish. free lighter- 
age of freight in the harbor is suc- 
cessful, Julius Henry Cohen, general 
counsel for the Port-of New York 
Authority, said yesterday at a lunch- 
eon meeting of the Rotary Club-.of 
Jersey City.

-Both these ports de- 
mand that-all ‘‘accessorial’’ services 
by railroads be penalized by an ex- 
tra charge,. Mr. Cohen said. 

Mr. Cohen stressed the value of 
lighterage to steamship lines in get- 
ting their ships quickly away from 
port.

“maintain through routes via coast- 
wise steamer lines owned by them to 
and from the Port of New. York. 
These routes have their New York 
terminals at piers on Manhattan Is- 
land and furnish free lighterage un- 
der the flat transportation rate .to 
all points within . hterage limits, 
including Brooklyn, the Bronx, Staten 
Island and New Jersey points. 

**The rates for this joint rail-water 





service are even lower:than those 
charged by the all-rail lines. If you 
want this freight to come to the 
steamers on the New Jersey. side, 
you must lighter it..Even if a new 
terminal is ‘built, such as has been 
suggested at Bayonne or elsewhere, 
no. ship can ,connect. with all the 
rail lines except by ithe use of 
lighters.’’ :

FINDS FARMERS BEAR 
_ UNFAIR TAX BURDEN 


Jersey Survey Says They Suffer 
Because of Tangible Property 
—Belittles ‘Shift’ of Levies. 





TRENTON, N. J., June 20.—Pos- 
session of visible tangible property 
is responsible for the imposition of 
disproportionate taxes upon the 
farmers of thé nation, the State 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced today upon completion of a 


survey of conditions in New Jersey 
and the entire country. 

The report points to enormous de- 
velopments of commerce and indus- 
try in cities and towns during the 
past two decades. It asserts these 
“‘new forms of wealth created con- 
stitute intangible personalty, seldom 
taxable.’’ 
in the rural districts ‘‘in possession 
of visible tangible property, easily 
reached by administration and 
heavily taxed by it.’’ 

The survey shows, the department 
states, that legislative bodies are fol- 
lowing traditional methods ‘of im- 
posing taxes, levying upon. tangible 
property and intangible” ersonalty 
“‘which can be traced and assessed 
without a great effort.’” 

The department belittles “‘the pre- 
vailing pseudo-scientific theory that 
farmers shift taxes-on the consumers 
of their goods.’’ The survey shows 
there is no shift of the burden, and 
the tax on rural landowners tends 
to stay where placed. 

“The New Jersey tax is based upon 
the selling value of the land,’’ the 
report said. ‘‘The theory of the 
complete shifting of taxes upon the 
consumer assumes that the land- 
owner at the margin of cultivation 
will abandon his farm after the im- 
position of the tax and invest his 
capital and labor in’ some other en- 
terprise. But he would derive no 
benefit.in such a ay A if Bog other
